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11 ND now, ſeeing I have marked out the 
time we are in at preſent, it is time alſo to 
put a ſtop to our Apocalyptical thoughts; ſeeing 
no Man can pretend, upon any juſt grounds, to 
calculate future times. However, ſeeing I have 
come ſo far, I ſhall adventure to preſent you fur- 
ther with ſome conjectural thoughts on this head; 
for I am far from the preſumption of ſome men, to 
give them any higher character. 

« Now my conjectures ſhall relate to two things 
viz. to the remaining part of this vial, and to the 
other vials that follow this. 

« And, I. as to the remaining part of this vial, 
I do humbly ſuppoſe that it will come to its high- 
eſt pitch about An. 1717, and that it will run out 
about the year 1794...50 that there 1s ground to 
hope, that about the beginning ofanother ſuch cen- 
tury, things may again alter for the better: for I 
cannot but hope that ſome new mortification of the 
chief ſupporters of antichriſt will then happen; and 
perhaps the French monarchy may begin to be con- 
ſiderably humbled about that time: that whereas 
the preſent French king takes the ſun for his emblem 
and this for his motto, Nec pluribus impar, he may 
at length or rather his ſucceſſors, and the Monar- 
chy itſelf (at leaſt before the year 1794) be forced 
to acknowledge, tliat in reſpect to neighbouring 
potentates, he 1s even /ingulis impar. 

But as to the expiration of this vial, I do fear 
it will not be until the year 1794. The reaſon of 
which congecture is this; that I find the pope got 
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a new foundation of exaltation, when Juſtinion, up- 
on his conqueſt of Italy, left it in a great mealure 
to the Pope's management, being willing to eclipſe 
his own authority, to advance that of this haughry 
prelate. Now this being in the year 552; this, by 
the addition of the 1260 years, reaches down to the 
year 1811; which, according to prophetical ac- 
count 1s the year 1794.

«© THE greateſt ſtroke upon the reformed churches 
is yet to come; and the time of the utter ruin of 
the ſee of Rome ball be when ſhe thinks herſelf moſt 
fecure:”” One preſumed to inquire of him, what 
his preſent apprehenſions were concerning a very 
great perſecution.

altar; for Chriſt will meaſure all thoſe that prefeſs his 
name, and call themſelves his people; and the out- 
ward worſhippers he will leave out to be trodden 
docon by the Gentiles ; The outward court is the for- 
mal Chriſtians, whole religion lies in performing the 
outward duties of chriſtianity, without having an 
inwaid life and power of faith uniting them to Chriſt, 
and theſe God will leave to be trodden down, and 
ſwept away by the Gentiles ; but the worſhippers 
within the temple, and before the altar. God will 
hide in tbe hollow of his hand, and under the ſhadow 
of his wings. And this ſhall be one great dif- 
ference between this laſt, and all the other pre- 
ceding perſecutions : for in the former the. moſt 
minent and ſpiritual miniſters and Chriſtians did ge-

nerally ſuffer moſt, and were moſt violently fallen 
upon; but in this 44ſt perſecution theſe ſhall be pre- 
ſerved by God, as a ſced to partake of that glory 
wnich ſhall immediately follow, and come upon the 
church, as ſoon as ever this ſtorm ſhall be over; 
for as it ſhall be the ſharpefht, ſo it ſhall be the ſbort- 
eft perſecution of them all ; and ſhall only take away 
the groſs hypocrites and formal profeſſors, but the 
true ſpiritual believers ſhall be preſerved till the 
calamity be over.” x

« Mark that the great earthquake, i. e. the 
great alteration of affairs in the land of papacy, 
mult for hat time happen only in the zenth part of 
the city that ſhall fall.” 

% Now what is this tenth part of the city, which 
ſhall fall? In my opinion we cannot doubt that tis 
France. This Kingdom is the moſt conſiderable 
part or piece of the ten horns or ſtates which once 
made up the great Babylonian city. This tenth 
part of the city ſhall fall, with reſpect to the 
papacy; it ſhall break with Rome, and the Roman 
religion. One thing is certain, that the Babylonian 
empire ſhall periſh through the refuſal of obedeince 
by the ten kings, who had given their power to the 
beaſi. The thing is already come to pals in part. 
The kingdoms of Sweden, Denmark, England, and 
ſeveral ſovereign ſtates in Germany, have with- 
drawn themſelves from the juriſdiction of the pope.” 

<< Butwho muſt begin this laſt revolt? It is moſt 
probable that France ſhall. . Not Spain, which as 
yet is plunged in ſuperſtition, and is as much under 
the tyranny of the clergy as ever. Not the em- 
peror, who in temporals is ſubject to the pope, and 
permits that in his ſtates the archbiſhop of Strigo- 
nium ſhould teach, that the pope can take away the 
Imperial crown from him. 2 — be any coun- 
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try but France, which a long time ago hath begun 
to ate off the yoke of Rome. 

© Theſe great events deſerve to be diſtinguiſhed 
from all others; for tliey have chang-d, or ſhall 
change, THE WHOLE FACE OF THE WORLD.” 

« ”Tis clear, that theſe eings who through 1gno- 
rance or weakneſs, ſuffercd heir powwer to be uſur- 
ped by the empire of the papacy, ſhall take ic again 
ſhall eat her fizjh i. e. ſhall enrich themſelves with 
her benefices and revenues, and burn ber with fire, 
1. e. ſhall aboliſh the memory of this Romiſh empire. 
ſo that nothing but aſhes ſhall remain ot it.“ 

The firſt thing, which ſhal! be done in the third 
period of the ſeventh vial, is the fall of the tenth 
part of the city, i. e. of the kingdom of France, 
which ſhall break with the ccurt of Reme, and wholly 
change the face of religion in that kingdom, this is 
the firſt action of the vintage. |

SAYo © By the tenth part of the city I un- 
derſtand a tenth of Europe; By the earthquake a 
great Concuſſion or ſhaking of ſtates, politic, or 
ecclefiaſtical.----By this earthquake's fling thus 
out in a tenth part of the city, this tenth part of it 
is ſo ſhaken that it falls; that is, ceaſcth to be a 
tenth part of the city, as belong to its juriſdiction 
any longer. -The effect of this earthquake, and 
fall of this tenth part of the city, is killing ſeven 
Thouſand , the names of men. Now, by men of 
name, in ſcripture is meant men of title, office and

2.) and then if ſeven 
thouſand men of name, officers in armies ſhould be 
ſlain, how great muſt be the number of common 
ſoldiers ? Some thought that zcoLESIASTICAL DIG-

the whole rabble of the antichriftian hierarchy, which 
will now fall and be utterly demoliſhed, are in- 
tended.”
